(2) Participating Clinical Audiologists are those clinical audiologists
who have met the requirements of the BCC,

(3) Participating clinical audiologists dispensing hearing aid are those
clinical audiologists who have met the requirements of the BCC. They
shall be licensed in the state of Wisconsin to dispense, fit and service
hearing aids.

{4) Bureau for crippled children’s clinical audiclogists are those
clinical audiologists employed by the department of public instruction,
bureau for crippled children, to administer the Wisconsin state hearing
conservation program,
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{5) Participating hearing aid specialists are hearing aid specialists li-
censed in the state of Wisconsin who have agreed to supply hearmg aids
and services pursuant to the above rules.

(6) Bureau for crippled: children’s list of participating physicians,
clinteal audiologists, and hearing aid specialists are those physicians,
clinical audiologists and hearing aid specialists who have agreed to work
with the BCC pursuant to these rules.
